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Derwentwater. The “ Venus ” of Lakeland is the chief 
attraction for visitors to Keswick. In the lake are several 
small islands, one being called St. Herbert’s, after a vener¬ 
able hermit, the faithful friend of St. Cuthbert, who, tradi¬ 
tion says, died at Derwentwater at the same moment as 
St. Cutnbert expired at Durham. 
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
